T**l atated that the Object was stopped by the Canadian 
atxthorities upon hi* antrancs into Canada on April 25, 1953 to attend a eoXabrm- 
tlon at the Saint George nomanian Orthodox Church, Tierre Street, V<lndsor, Canada* 
According to T-1, the 'majority of the parishioners of this church are displaced 
persons and former nembers of the fumanian Iron Guard* The priest, (evorent K* 
-UCnLA, flocording to T-1, was a Lioutenent in the Iron Guard senrint under the 
Subject* 

Confidential Informant Detroit T-3, another Governmental 
Agency that conducts security type Investigations and i^bqq e original sources are 
untenom, stated on July li 1953 that( Reverend VL^TOtilAf^CICAlA of the Rumanian 
Orthodox Church in Windsor, Ontario, Canada has as his assistant the Arohlmandrite, 
MARTI WAWifVAR07ICI, former head of the Rumanian Orthodox Church In rarla* Aocord- 
ing to 1^3, the Apchlmandrite IVAhOTICl was appointed to the Paris post In 194® 
by the liEumanian 'Ministry of Cults under the auspices of the current Rumanian Coan 
Bunist regime* It stated that at the tints of this appointment he had received 
the support of EiiCtdfBODIIAiutS, present Minister of Defense, who was then head of 
the Rumanian 3*5*1 • (inteXllgonoe Servloa}* It la alleged, according to l'-3, that 
on January 24, 1943, with the Rumanian Legation staff present at the? church service, 
IVANOVICI swore allefdanoe to the Rumanian People’s Republic making oeriain changes 
within the liturgy* Archimandrite IVANOVICI was later ramoved after much internal 
strife by a Provisional Parish Council in Paris on charges of improper practices 
and maintaining c^taet with the ibimanian Legation*

aetivi^eo in the United ^S^tes^ stated that he had learned front tho parishlonr- 
ers of Gteyarimd Chtjjeehy 1CX)3 Seybum, Detroit^ that following 

the churcTPServlces 1953# a Holy Synod was held at whioh time the 

Synod voted 75 to 21 to be completely Indepenient from Edahop T vIFA and Bishop 
VOIDOVAN factions* Acoording to tho Inforflwnt, tho Subject was present 
at this Synod and when he arose to opeak^ ho was booed and spat upon by those 
present* 

Confidential Infonaant Detroit T«>5* of known reliability^ 
eorroborated the foregoing information but stated that the vote was 99 to 21* 
T-5 could furnish no Infomotlon regarding the rejection of the Subject by the 
raer^rs of the Holy Synod* 

According to T-5jf BlchopjAK0d.ii^h&rj?J7.HN ia the opposing 
Bishop to tho Subject in the current factional split In tho iju^oanlan Orthodox 
Ohuroh* HOLQOVAA was eonseearaied a Bishop in Cootminlst fUiiiania in 1950 and was 
lEiter deprived of his eeolesiastioal title and ehoreh propertleo at the Vatra 
by a court order Issued in 1952* 

D* The Afaericanr*Rumanian Orthodox Youth 

T*-4 stated on Septeofeer 1^ 1953 that the Dubjeot is leader 
and organizer of tho iuacriean*Humanian Orthodox Youth a;rtd^ as such, considers 
hiA to be a highly dangerous individual* T-4 pointed out that the Subjeot, as 
a leader of the youth movement of tho Kusianian Iron Guard, reportod]y instituted 
the maaaacre of thousands of duoanlans*

A* Iron Guard 

T^5 stated that ho observed the Subject on January 20 , 1941 
(^*onday) loading a group of students (branch of the Iron Guard) In a aarch down 
Bratianu Boulevard Jjfi Bucharest, .'tunmiia* According to T-5i the Subject was 
dresood In his Iron Guard unlfom and the Subject received his cooealsslon directly 
from COl.N the leader of the Rumanian Iron Guard* . 

T— 1 stated thi t he recalled soeinff the Subject in huaania on 
several occasions wearing the uniform of the Iron Guard and that he has seen 
numerous pictures of the liubject droosod in tho uniform of the ;uzaanlan Iron rXiard* 

. T-1. furnished the liaportlng Agent with JV.gaa 3 and 4 of the 

June, 1953 issue of tl^'’*Credtnta", a newspaper published in 'Detroit bv i^evensnd

massacred on the days of January 21-23, 1941-Over 6,000 Jews* He was the one who 
gave the signal that the Iron G^rd should stazd; the Pogrom** • 



”The Pogrom started with the arrests and fi^ts, then continued 
with fires in Synagogues, Jewish Institutions and ended with the robbing of Jewish 
properties'** 



This article continues by explaining the terrible slaughter of 
the Jewish people and goes into great detail to explain how the Jews, after being 
massacred, were hung on butchers hooks with signs reading 'iCarne Kosher** or **Koshar 
Meat** displayed on the dead bodies* 

The article continues by stating that when General ANTONESCD 
quelled the revolution, THIPA was Subject to arrest, but with the aid of the Ger- 
man High Cofornand, he escaped to Vienna where he participated in the Government in 
exile and agitated against the UUited States and her Allies* 

X-4 stated that in 1937 he traveled from the United States 
to Temesver, Humania with his young son where he resided at 6 Tapia Street after 
being refused return passage to the United States after the outbreak of the war* 

T-4 stated that in January, 1945 after the soH^alled **libera- 
tion** of iiufltania by the Russians, a group of Ruslan soldiers and doctors traveled 
by train from Leningrad to Odessa where they changed trains and then traveled on 
to Temesver, Rumania*. T-4> stated that one Jliajor tNICOIA^E/^CQLIOVlCH, two female 
doctors, HAKIA and ANTONINA, and an individual by the nam^of VIORSL, requisitioned 
rooms from him at his residence on Tapia Street* T-4 stated that VIORSL was the 
engineer In charge of the tirain from Odessa who was appointed to this position by 
the Rumanian Government* 

T-4 stated that after VIORjX had resided at his residence for 
a period of approximately 4 days, he went on an errand to the Temesver Banlcfor the 
two fmnale doctors with the understanding that he would exchange their rubles for 
Rumanian lei ani return in an hour* According to the Informant, VIORSL informed 
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(O- 105-47n) 

th« two doctors that his uncLt' w&s th« *Jir&ct'6r of tha !‘ian:< aud that he viould 
have no rtirficnltles* "

T-4 stated that in the aprin?: of V/U5 VK-.. h appeared at his 
home in romisver dressed In ratjs and that ‘/lO.w J. info mad that ho had been 

torturtad rnd persecuted by tl-o Communists. T-i» stated that • o asked VIO.C.W at 
that time if he ^as a member of the .,u«anian Iron luarri and th.^L VIO. .T, ansMored 
Bffi relatively* 

T-4 stated that since he returned to the IMtud .-.tates be 
has sucr. the 'subject VU . J. in person and has also seen numerous pictures 

of hia in .uinanian Orthodox publications. T-4 stated th::t ho positively identi- 
fies the r-nbject as hclnfr the s/vTiO individual to whom the fore.j^oin^ story relates* 

C^xifldentlal Infer nunt Detroit T— 6, another Oovemmental 
Apenev that conducts security t:^po investigations, stated that the .Subject fled 
Co^^runis.m in luntnnla in 1946) spent six years as a Displaced ' eraon in Paris, 
5’rance iind that he onterci Csnfida on July 4, 19i2* 

T-6 further stated that the w'ubject had been a Co.m:ai8sar 
(officer} of the luraanlan police in ^^charest prior to his fleeinr^ .Uiraonia and 
prior to that hsd spent four years In a aemlnarr studying to be a priest In the 
cuntanlan ‘.'rthodox Church* T-6 atated that he had never mot personally but 

through -lURjanlan newspapers and police information knew him to bo a nciiiber of the 
Iron 'luard* T— 6 stated that he had never heard of the 'uh.j’;ct ever commitllnr 
any kind of crime* 
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
